In Claim 1 , line 3; -- regenerated, but reactivated - has been inserted 
before "catalyst". 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The instantly 
claimed invention is allowable over the cited prior art, because the cited prior art fails 
disclose wherein a regenerated, but not reactivated catalyst is activated in a slurry HCS 
reactor at HCS reaction conditions. 

The cited prior, Pedrick discloses rejuvenating a reversibly deactivated catalyst 
by treating the catalyst with hydrogen in a slurry phase reactor. However, Pedrick does 
not disclose wherein introducing a regenerated but not reactivated catalyst into an HCS 
reactor.
